dicates- that a large body ef the voters 
are waiting to see what sort of tickets 
are nominated.

the advisability and necessity of offer- 
ing it. 


Ampng the courses which under the 


new system will be < ffcred are cours- 
es in horse-shoeing, in the caro aui 
management of cattlt. horses and stu- 
bies, in shearing sheep and in plow- 
ing. 
Instruction wll 
be based upon 


lectures and actual 
>ractice. 
Those 


subjects will be presented chiefly in 
courses of from six to 
ten 
weeks. 


Runnnig along \vlth them throughout 
the regular college year will be in- 
struction on the theory of agriculture, 
practically the same courses that are 
now offered. 


The ne\v curriculum will be modeled 


to a great extent after that of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 
The work will 


call for a number ol new instructors 
ar.d assistants, as we'l as a largely in- 
creased equipment. The benefits to be 
derived from 
such 
instruction are, 


however, so obvious that it is thought 
a special appropriation may easily be 
obtained from the State. 


The desire of the University author- 


ities in making the change is to bring 
the University into < loser touch with 
the actual needs of the farmers and 
horticulturists of the State.
